455 KILLED, 86 INJURED, IN 
ZEPPELIN RAID ON LONDON 


— 


Airships Get Closer to Heart of City Than Ever 
Before Women and Children 
Among Victims. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 9.—Twenty persons 


were killed and 88 injured in last night's 


air raid on the “eastern counties and 
the London district.“ This was the sec- 
ond visit of Zeppelins to England in 24 
hours. An official statement today 
gives the following list of casualties: 

Killed, 12 men, 2 women and 6 chil- 
dren; injured, seriously, 8 men 4 women 
and 2 children. Injured slightly, 3 men, 
23 women. and 11 children. One soldier 
was killed and three weve injured. All 
the other victims were civilians. 

The attack of last night brings the 
total of casualties from Zeppelin raids 
to 122 killed and 349 injured. 

The raid of Zeppelins last night is 
described by the Pall Mall Gazette as 
Londoners' first glimpse of the war at 
close quarters.” 

The Evening Standard speaks of the 
coolness shown everywi.ere, but warns 
the public against the ‘‘noticeably wide- 
spread and dangerous disposition to re- 
gard the affair as a species of spec- 
tacle.’’ 

It suggests that in addition to the 
Zeppelin, which within limits “is a 
terrible instrument of war,“ there is 
als@ danger from anti-craft guns, There- 
fore the public, it says, would be well 
advised to take serial visitors more 
seriously than it did last night. 

(Last night's official statement con- 
cerning the airship raid stated that the 
Zeppelins visited the Eastern counties 
and the London district.” English news- 
papers are prohibited from publishing 
unofficial details concerning such at- 
tacks but the foregoing guarded ref

erences indicate that the Zeppelins ap- 
proached the heart of the city more 
closely. than on previous occasions.) 


The Zeppelin raid on England Tuesday 
night resulted in the death of 13 per- 
sons, of whom 10 were women and chil- 
dren, and the wounding of 48, of whom 
30 were women and children. 

In a @ispatch from Amsterdam the 
Exchange Telegraph Co.’s correspond- 
ent says: 

“According to reports from the Ger- 
man frontier, the allies’ reid over Saar- 
brucken, Rhenish Prussia, had terrible 
results. The military station was blown 


up and 75 persons Killed, most of them 
soldiers.“ 


Chicage Newspaper Surmises Raid 
Was Over Heart of London. 
CHICAGO, Sept. v. — The Daily News 
today bases a surmise that last night’s 
Zeppelin raids on England must have 
been over the heart of London, on two 
two telegrams from a staff correspond 
ent at Lendon.

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BARKER REVERSED 
INISELF IN RULING 
ON NARCOTIC LAW 


State Medical ‘Association T rying 
to Get Him to Do It Again, 
Its Journal Shows. 


According to an article in the Sep- 
tember issue of the Journal of the Mis- 


souri State Medical Association, Attor- 
ney-General Barker has reversed him- 
self once on the question whether 
vosteopaths can legally préscribe opiates, 
end the regular physicians are trying to 
get him to reverse himself again. 

The article says that, when the Har- 
rison act was passed by Congress, lim- 
iting the sale and prescribing of narcotic 
drugs, the right of osteopaths to pre- 
scribe these drugs was brought in ques- 
tion. George H. Moore, Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue in St. Louis, wrote last 
April to Attorney-General Barker, ask- 
ing for a ruling on the question, 

Barker ruled, at that time, that as th: 
Federal law snid only physicians should 
prescribe narcotic drugs, and as asteo- 
paths were not physicians, under the 
laws of Missouri, therefore, they could 
not prescribe such drugs. Moore ac- 
cordingly refused to grant permits to os- 
teopaths for the prescribing of narcot- 
ics. 

 Buling Protested Against. - 

Soon after this Dr. George A. Still of 
the American School of Osteopathy, at 
Kirksville, Mo., write to Barker, pro- 
testing against his ruling, and citing ar- 
guments against it. 

Barker replied June 9, saying that he 
had considered Dr. Still's arguments, 
and had examined the law “with a view 
to giving a final decision.“ He then said 
he had examined the catalogue of the 
School of Osteopathy, and found from it 
that the school had a course of teaching 
in the use of opiates. 

0,“ he wrote, “I am inclined to the 
belief that you are entitled to dispense 
and administer opiates under our stat- 
utes. This whole question, of course, 
depends on whether or not there is 
such a course of study in your school, 
and I find from your catalogue that 
there is. My first impression was that 
you had no authority to prescribe or ad- 
minister opiates, but if you have such a 
course of teaching in your school as 
your catalogue shows you have, I be- 
lieve that you may prescribe and ad- 
minister opiates, and I will send a 
copy of this opinion to the internal 
revenue collector at St. Louis.“ 

“Final Opinion” Awaited, 

When this reversal of Barker's first 
opinion became known to the regular 
physicians, Dr. E. J. Goodwin, secretary 
of the State Medical Association, sub- 
“mitted the matter to the association's 
counsel, Morton Jourdan, with a re- 
quest for an opinion. Jourdan furnished 
an opinion July 3%, which was to the 
effect that Barker was right in his 
first ruling, and erred in reversing him- 
self. He said the Harrison act provided 
that only a “physician, dentist or vet- 
ae. surgeon" should presoribe opi-

KILLING RIGH WIDOW 


New York Police Announce That 
Mrs. J. E. Nichols’ Hall Boy 
Made Confessison. 


ROBBERS ATTACKED HER 


They Fail to Obtain Jewels 
Worth Hundreds of Thous- 
ands of Dollars in Safe. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 9.—Owney Talas, 
a Russian Finn, for two and one-half 
years a hallboy in the home of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Nichols, a wealthy widow, 
% years old, who met death last night 
at the hands of masked men who robbed 
her of gems valued at $10,000, was ar- 
rested today after he had confessed, 
the police assert, to having played a 
part in the crime. He was formally 
charged with murder. The. Nichols 
home is on East Seventy-ninth street, 


just off Fifth avenue, in the heart of 
the millionaire residence district. 

All other servants in the house were 
freed of suspicion, Deputy Police Com- 
missioner Lord announced. Preliminary 
examination of Mrs. Nichols’ body re- 
vealed the probability that she had died 
of fright and not of N as at 
first supposed. 

Although the burglars stripped Mrs. 
Nichols’ fingers and ears of diamonds 
and other jewels worth $10,000, they 
failed to rifle the strongbox of her safe 
in which she kept gems valued at from 
$250,000 to $500,000. 

With Mrs. Nichols lying dead on the 
floor of her home, the hallboy appar- 
ently unconscious from a blow on the 
head from the butt of a revolver, and 
the maid bound and gagged in the serv- 
ants’ quarters, the robbers looted the 
premises. 

Haliboy’s Alleged Confession. 

Talas is alleged by the police to have 
said in his confession that for some 
time sevral men had been endeavoring 
to get him to stand in with them“ to 
rob Mrs. Nichols; but that he had re- 
fused such advances Unthi Tuesday 
night, when he consented upon the un- 
derstanding that Mrs. Nichols was not 
to be harmed. He is further alleged to 
have told the police it was understood 
that only the jewels his employer wore 
on her person were to be taken. 

The police version of the confession 
quotes Talas as saying that the men ar- 
rived at the Nichols’ home at 9 o’clock 
last night by. appointment and in re- 
sponse to a double ring at the basement 
door he admitted them. He told of be- 
ing backed into a corner by the men and 
of the finding by them of the maid in 
the butler’s room. The maid, he is al- 
leged to have said, was threatened and 
tied up. One man was left to stand 
guard over her while the others hurried 
upstairs to the apartment of Mrs. Nich- 
ols. Talas is said to have asserted he 
was entirely. ignorant of what happened 
in the apartment, as he heard nothing. 
He dio say, however, that the men were 
unstairs ten or fifteen minutes, leaving 
by the basement door and passing. him 
without comment. Other details of the 
alleged confessiom Inspector Faurot, 
chief of the detective bureau, said he 
was not at liberty to disclose at this 
time. 

Key to Strong Box Found. 

Faurot declared the men had ample 
time in which to have opened the strong 
box containing a small fortune in jewels 
and securities, but that contrary to 
previous reports, the keys to Mrs. Nich- 
cies’ strong box and various jewel cases 
were not taken. He said they were all 
found intact at the end of a ribbon 
about her neck. 

The thieves left the premises without 
detection. After the maid, according 
to the story told the police, had strug- 
led half an heur, she freed herself 
and liberated Talas, who also had been 
bound, and the alarm was given. 

Talas and the maid were kept up vir- 
tually all night by detectives, who made 
them repeat their stories again and 
again. 


Former Employe Seen Near House. 

Commissioner Lerd said today there 
were many minor discrepancies in their 
accounts. Significance was placed by 
the police in a statement attributed to 
the cook, Leona Tiovonen, that on leav- 
ing the house she met a former emplo7;e 
of Mrs. Nichols, who had frequently 
called at the house after leaving her em- 
ploy and borrowed money from other 
servants. Two other men, the cook 
said, were loitering near by. 

Lord said that after the cook and the 
butler, Ernest Vital had left the house, 
Talas, the hall boy, had been seen to 
leave the premises several times to con- 
verse with men in front of the house. 

Mrs. Nichols was the widow of James 
Edwin Nichols, founder of the whdle- 
wale grocery firm of Austin, Nichols & 
Co. She was reputed to be worth about 


| $2,000,000, and it was known that much 


of this was invested in gems which she 
kept in the house.

STEEL GRATING TO PROTECT 
MORGAY BANK'S GLASS DOME 


Guards Have Been Statiened on the 
Roof Since the Attack or the 
Fitzanceier.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 9%.—Germany’s 
note explaining ths sinking of the 
Arabic with the loss of American lives 
is awaited by administration officials 
who decline to comment on versions of 
its text contained in Berlin press dis- 
patches. The note, delivered by the Ber- 
lin Foreign Office to Ambassador Ger- 
ard on Tuéeday, was understood to 
ascribe the liners destruction by a sub- 
marine to self-defénse, eXpréess regret 
over the loss of American lives and to 
propose to refer to The Hague questions 
of reparation and compensation. 

Assurances previously had been ex- 
pressed by Ambassador von Bernstorff 
that full satisfaction would be given in 
connection with the Arablc's destruction. 
While some officials thought the sub- 
marine commander's explanation ap- 
peared *convincing, it was known that 
judgment would not be passed until the 
official text of the note had been re- 
céived here. 

Investigation of the sinking of the 
Allan liner Hesperian continues. Am- 
bassador Gerard had been instructed to 
report any information available in Ber- 
lin. All reports from London assert the 
ship was torpedoed, but the belief pre- 
vails in naval circles in Washington 
that she encountered a mine. 

Affidavits bearing on the sinking of 
the Arabic, taken by American em- 
bassy officials at London were received 
today by Secretary Lansing, \ 

Official confirmation of the death of 
Wolff, said to be from Newark, N. J., 
a member of the crew, in the sinking 
of the Hesperian, reached the State De- 
partment today. but officials indicated 
they were still without legal informa- 
tion that he was an American. 


U-BOAT ACTED 
IN SELF DEFENSE 
AGAINST ARABIC 


By Aseocciated Press, 

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 9.—Ger- 
many’s note to the United States con- 
cerning the sinking of the White Star 
liner Arabic by a German submarine 
was communicated to Ambassador Ge- 
rard Tuesday evening. The note as- 
eribes the destruction of the liner to an 
act of self-defense on the part of the 
submarine, expresses the German Gov- 
ernment's deep regret that American 
lives were lost thereby and offers to 
refer the question of feparation and 
compensation to The Hague for adjust- 
ment. 

The note reveais in detail the instruc- 
tions to submarine commanders concern. 
hig their treatment of liners. They are 
erdered net to attack a passenger steam- 
er except in case of an attempt to es- 
cape after it is ordered to halt or un- 
less its actions indicate an intention to 
attack the submarine. 

‘aetad Within Instructions.” 

The submarine commander, according 
to his report concerning the sending of 
the Arabic to the bottom, said he be- 
lieved the Arabic was about to attack 
the submarine and therefore he acted 
within his instructions. 

German naval experts declare that 
there ie na other course open to sub- 
marines under the present conditions 
when, they assert, every merchantman, 
from liner down to fishing smack, is a 
presumptive enemy and perhaps carry- 
ing guns and ready to seize any oppor- 
tunity to attack the vulnerable subma- 
rine by gunfire or by ramming. 

According to the commander, the sub- 
marine was engaged in destroying a 
freighter when the Arabic was sighted. 
The submarine was then on the sur- 
face. 

The Arabic, the commander declares, 
swung around and headed toward the 
freighter as if to attack the subma- 
rine. 

The commander of the undersea craft 
remained in doubt as to the intentions 
of the Arabic when the latter changed 
her course a few points, but still kept 
headed in a direction that was bringing 
her nearer to the scene. 

The captain of the submarine reports 
we continued to observe the actions ot 
the liner until he saw the Arabic again 
change her course and sead directly for 
the spot where the submarine lay, as if 
the Arabic had sighted the undersea 
boat. 

Then the commander of the subma- 
rine, believing his craft was in danger, 
he declared, submerged her and fired a 
torpedo. 

Thought Submarine Was Lost. 

This news was communicated imme- 
diately to Ambassador Gerard. Prior 
to the receipt of the report of the sub- 
marinée’s commander, Admiralty offi- 
tials were of the belief that the subma- 
rine had been lost. No reason for her 
delay in returning to port has been 
given. 

A high official of the Foreign Office 
in discussing the case with the Assc- 
ciated Press said the Commander of the 
submarine evidently had adequate rea- 

sons for believing the submarine was

In the 
Deutsche Tageszeitung Count Revent- 
low scolds the Wolff Bureau for mak- 
ing denial at such length. The Berliner 
Tageszeitung am Mittag, a miich-reaé 
and popular paper, says: 

“Somebody must have enough of war, 
because somebody has for weeks been 
trying, in varfous intricate ways, to 
draw out upon what conditions peace 
actually might be had. Some myste- 
rious prompter in the theater of war is 
sounding, and in America there is thé 
Seginning of a gentile rustling in the 
leaves of the newspaper forest, 

“Methods Not Original.” 

“The methods adopted are not origi- 
nal. One discloses our tremendous de- 
sire for peace, while naturally glowing 
with undiminished desire to fight, and 
ridicules and scoffs at our alleged peace 
program. We have, according to all 
this, @nly modified our U-boat policy in 
order to make it possible for President 
Wilson to act for peace. 

For the same purpose we have jol- 
lied the Pope into supporting the Presi- 
dent, and we are credited with wanting 
to lure the Jews, and, finally; with pull- 
ing in the same harness with Moham- 
med. Thus, with all faiths on our side, 
we then let America know our peace 
wishes, to be conveyed to those imme- 
diately concerned. 

These peace desires, however, would 
be rather pretentious for one who is 
supposed to be #0 pressingly in need of 
peace. It ts really, really remarkable, 
but the prompter appears to be contra- 
dicting himself.“ 

The paper then traces all back to the 
London Economist’s recent editorial ut- 
terances, and asks: Is the prompter of 
the rustling in the American newspaper 
forest sitting in London?“ 

Seunds Like Victor's Dictation. 

Dwelling upon the alleged peace points 
—Courland, Poland, Servia, the Congo, 
Morocco, the freedom of the seas and an 
indemnity—the Berliner Zeitung declares 
that it sounds more like a program of 
peace of the dictating of the victor 
rather than of the vanquished in need 
of peace, from whom it is supposed to 
come, and asks: 

Is that, perhaps, an acknowledgment 
of our military victory?” 

The alleged peace program is not par- 
ticularly new. With but slight variation 
it is along the lines laid down to. me by 
Count Monts, the former Ambassador 
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to 8 ‘when I was in Vienna, some 
weeks ago. Count Monts is a member 
of the Bund Neus Vaterland, which 18 
similar to the Union for Democratic 
Control in London. It could hardly be 
said that he represents the Government 
view. . 

While peace rumors from abroad are 
being featured, there has been abso- 
lutely no discussion lately of the peace 
conditions as viewed by Germany. 
Never during the entire war has there 
béen such absolute, unquestioned, un- 
shakable confidence that Germany and 
Austria are the victors and will remain 
so. This feeling permeates all classes. 

“We Can Watt if Others Can.” 

We can surely be content and walt 
if others can,” is heard everywhere 
when the Subject of peace is touched. A 
report to the contrary, notwithstanding 
the information I have from Switzer- 
land, from sources in close touch with 
Rome, persists that the Vatican diplo- 
matic ofrcles are interesting themselves 
inténsely with the subject of peace. 

The longer the duration of the war, 
the higher and dearer will become the 
price of victory for the defeated, and 
the dogs will bite to the last,” declares 
the Cologne Volks Zeitung, the leading 
organ of thé powerful Catholic Center 
party, in a dispatch to Berlin, under the 
heading, “Ein Fauler Friede Ein Eu- 
glischer Friede,“ which, literally trans- 
lated, would read: “A Rotten Peace Is 
an English Peace.“ But its real mean- 
ing and sense is: “A Makeshift Peace 
an English Peace.“ 

View of British Position. 

The Volks Zeitung declares that there 
is much talk of peace in England, even 
the English ministers making shame- 
faced peace propositions; that, if all the 
complaints of Grey and the notices and 
speeches of Lloyd-George were trans- 
lated into positive German, they would 
read: 

“England is prepared to make peace 
with Germany, if Germany is ready to 
evacuate Belgium and Northern France. 
England abandons Russia and closes the 
North Sea with steel nets. England 
can do that yet, so long as Calais and 
Boulogne are still English bases. How 
long they will remain, that depends upon 
the will of the German staff. 

In the channel, in the North Sea, 
lies the door latch, With Calais and 
Boulogne, it would be torn out of En- 
gland’s hand, and then everything is 
lost for England, and that is why one 
talks in England of peace and aban- 
dons Russia without compunction.”

TIME GIVEN FOR 
50 TO LEAVE SHIP 


PARIS, Sept. 9.—There were five pas- 
sengers on the French steamship Bor- 
deaux, whose destruction by a subma- 
rine off the western coast of France, 
was announced Tuesday by the Ministry 
of Marine. 

The Bordeaux was on her way from 
Morocco, with a cargo of wheat. Her 
crew numbered 4. When she reached 
the mouth of the Gironde, near the point 
at which inbound vessels usually take 
on pilots, the submarine fired two shots. 
The Germans hoisted signals ordering 
the passengers and crew to leave the 
Bordeaux. It was 6:0 a. m. and the 
captain of the Bordeaux could not dis- 
tinguish the signals clearly. He delayed 
lowering the boats, while studying the 
code and the signals which had been 
hoisted. The submarine fired eight or 
10 more shots. Some of the projéc- 
tiles struck the Bordeaux. Thereupon 
the captain ordered that the boats be 
lowered and every person leave the ship.

Arrived in Limousine.

THE DARDANELLES 


J 
Diplomat Predicts Contest Over 
Disposition of Them at End 
of War. 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 10.—A con- 
test for the possession of Rabbit, Im- 
bros, Tenedos and Lemnos Islands is 
bound to be one of the principal features 
of the peace negotiations marking the 
end of the Buropean war, according to 
a neutral diplomat here. The informant 
would not have his name mentioned, 
but he is a man who is considered here 
as thoroughly conversant with affairs in 
Russia. 

„One has but to look at the map to 
realize that the power installed upon the 
islands of Imbros, Lemnos, Tenedos and 
tho group known ax the Rabbit Islands, 
will be the master of the Dardanelles 
and the approaches to them,” said he. 
“That power, at present, is Great Brit- 
ain. It is not for me to say what the 
Russian Government thinks of seeing 
Great Britain in possession of such 
splendid sites for the establishment of 
another Gibraltar. I know, however, 
that the Russian Government has al- 
ready seriously considered that possibil- 
ity, and on two occasions sounded the 
British Government what its intentions 
were. What the reply was I do not 
know.” 

Occupied by Greece, 

Up to last October the islands, with 
the exception of the Rabbit group, had 
been provsionally occupied by Greece 
by virtve of the treaty of London. They 
are of great strategic importance owing 
to their location and proximity to the 
entrance of the Dardanelles. In addition 
to controlling the approaches to the 
strait, the islands also command the 
udjacent Levant and European coast- 
lines. 

The largest of the Rabbit islands is 
enly nine and one-half English miles 
from the Dardanelles entrance, and 
about five miles from Yenikoi, on the 
Anatolian coast. It consists of a single. 
low hill, which is said to be excellently 
suited as the site of a large number of 
coast batteries. On the southern coast 
of the island a harbar and base for 
small war craft, such as submarines, 
torpedo boats and destroyers, could eas- 


ily be established. With the great range 


of modern guns, entry into and exit from 
the Dardanelles could be controlled 
without difficulty from this position. A 
range of nine and one-half miles insures 
effective fire. The forts at Kum Kaleh 
and Seddul-Bahr could be bombarded 
vy batteries on Rabbit Island. 

No less important in such a scheme 
is the island of Imbros. Its eastern 
shore is situated about 12% miles from 
Seddul-Bahr and 13 miles from the main 
channel of the Dardanelles entrance. 
The bays of the island are suited for 
raval stations, while batteries on the 
shore south of Cape Cefalo could ef- 


| ficiently support the batteries on Rabbit 


Island in an operation against ships 
wishing to enter or leave the strait. 

What this would mean is best under- 
stood when it is borne in mind that on 
March 18, the Queen Elizabeth's main 
battery of 15-inch guns bombarded the 
forts of Tschanak Kaleh from a dis- 
tance of about 18,000 yards, or a little 
more than 10 English miles. Since ships 
in the entrance would not have the ex- 
cellent cover enjoyed by the Turkish 
batteries, a totally different result would 
have to be looked for. The batteries 
on Imbros and Rabbit Islands would 
fire from a stationary base and would 
take their target under a cross-fire. 

Could Close Dardanelles. 

With the island of Lemnos giso in 
possession of the power holding Rabbit 
and Imbros Islands, the Dardanelles 
could be closed tighter than ever, ao- 
cording to military and naval men here. 
This island is 41 miles from the entrance 
to the strait, and by virtue of location 
and proper distance, admirably suited 
as a naval base against the Dardanelles. 
While such a base could be established 
on Imbros Island, that point is too close 
to the Dardanelles, and not centrally 
enough located to serve well for that 
purpose. The British have already real- 
ized this, and, while keeping a large 
number of vessels in the Cefalo Bay, 
Imbros Island, maintain their naval 
base against the Dardanelles at Lemnos. 

The passage between Imbros and Lem- 
nos islands is but 13 miles wide, and 
dan easily be closed by batteries on 
the opposing shores. The waters be- 
tween Lemnos and the Island of Tene- 
dos could be commanded by coast bat 
terles and the warships maintained at 
the Lemnos base. In this manner egress 
from, and ingress to, the Dardanelles 
would be rendered most difficult, if not 
impossible, whenever it pleased the 
Power holding these islands to make 
them 80. 

British Take Charge. 

That the possession of the Islands of 
Imbros, Lemnos and Tenedos could be 
made a strong military and politica) 
factor, was realized by the convention 
of: London, which ended the Balkan 
War, Greece was permitted to provi- 
sionally occupy these islands, first, be- 
cause Greece had neither the interest 
nor the means to fortify them against 
the Dardanelles, and also because the 
majority of their inhabitants were 
Greeks.

A 
party was left here with instructions 
to send wireless time signals every 
night at a specified time. The rest 
of the expedition then began its ex- 
plorations to the westward, carrying 
a portable wireless outfit, which was 
set up each night in time to receive 
the signal. 

‘The longitudes of all camping 
places were thus obtained with great 
accuracy, and were used to check the 
intermediate traverses.
